BEEN ASKED TO INTERNATIONAL WOMEN'S YEAR CONFERENCE. 

CHINESE RAISED QUESTION OF INVITATIONS TO GRUNK AND PRG, 

STATING IN VIEW OF GRUNK'S VICTORY OVER IMPERIALISM IT 

WAS CLEARLY SOLE LAWFUL REP OF CAMBODIAN PEOPLE AND 

SHOULD RECEIVE FORMAL INVITATION AND PRG SHOULD BE INVITED 

AS "RVN NOT QUALIFIED TO REPRESENT PEOPLE." HE ALSO 

SAID THOSE NGO'S "ASSOCIATED WITH " TAIWAN SHOULD BE EXCLUDED 

FROM INVITATION LIST, AND PRC WILL "NOT PARTICIPATE" IN 

VOTE IF SECRETARIAT DOCUMENT VOTED ON IN ITS PRESENT FORM. 

AFTER COMMENTS BY OTHER DELS, CHAIR RULED THAT PROCEDURES 
FOR INVITATIONS LAID DOWN BY GA HAD BEEN FOLLOWED AND IT 
WAS IMPOSSIBLE FOR ECOSOC TO REVERSE THOSE DECISIONS, 

THOUGH SECRETARIAT WOULD NOT VIEWS EXPRESSED. FURTHER 
DISCUSSION EXPECTED APRIL 28, HOWEVER. (LIMITED OFFICIAL

COMITE CONTINUED PRELIMINARY DISCUSSION OF ITEM CONCERNING 
REVIEW OF INTERNATIONAL DEVELOPMENT STRATEGY APRIL 24. 
INTERVENTIONS BY DEVELOPING COUNTRIES - ROMANIA, UGANDA, 

PERU, ARGENTINA, ALGERIA, MEXICO, MONGOLIA - PLUS NETHERLANDS 
AND FRANCE CONCLUDED WITH FURTHER PRC/USSR EXCHANGE UNDER 
RIGHT OF REPLY. DEVELOPING COUNTRIES AND NETHERLANDS TOOK 
COMMON LINE THAT REVIEW AND APPRAISAL OF IDS SHOULD BE 
CARRIED OUT IN CONTEXT OF DECLARATION AND PROGRAM OF ACTION 
AND ALSO CERDS. LDC'S GENERALLY AGREED THAT DCS SHOULD REMOVE 
THEIR RESERVATIONS TO THOSE DOCUMENTS, COOPERATE IN BUILDING 
NEW ECONOMIC ORDER, RESPECT SOVEREIGNTY OF STATES OVER 
NATURAL RESOURCES, AND CARRY OUT THEIR COMMITMENTS. 

FRENCH REP DUMAS, WHO CAME FROM PARIS FOR THIS ITEM, 

RECOGNIZED JUSTIFICATION OF LDC NEEDS FOR MONETARY REFORM 
AND NOTED RULE OF LAW OF MARKET WAS NO LONGER JUSTIFIED, 
ESPECIALLY IN AREAS OF ENERGY AND FOOD STUFFS. HE FURTHER 
ENDORSED SDR LINK AND SAID RECENT DC/LDC PARIS MEETING INDICATED 
FRENCH WISHES FOR DC/LDC DIALOGUE. MONGOLIAN REP 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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COMMEMORATED 30TH ANNIVERSARY OF UN AND OF END OF WORLD 
WAR II. 

MEETING CONCLUDED WITH CHINESE/SOVIET EXCHANGE. CHINESE 
REP, STUNG BY SOVIET DESCRIPTION OF CHINESE REP'S APRIL 23 
STATEMENT AS "CHILDISH BABBLING," CALLED IT "MALICIOUS TRICK 
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TO RIDICULE CHINA AS SUPERPOWER," AND HE LABELED USSR AS 
"BIGGEST OPPRESSOR OF OUR TIME" AND DOUBLE DEALER. SOVIET 
REP REPEATED IDENTIFICATION OF CHINA AS "MONO-SUPERPOWER," 

CHARGED CHINESE REP WAS "INCAPABLE OF CARRYING ON ANY HONEST 
CONVERSATION," AND STATED REAL ROLE SOVIET UNION PLAYED >P/#,4I 
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
